Independent Contract Agreement 


In order for SONY BMG to contract your services and before any payment 
can be made to you for any such service you will need to:

1. The payment of all taxes and applicable insurance, including but 
not limited to, social security taxes, and federal, state and city 
income taxes. 

2. Making all necessary payments to indemnify SONY BMG in full 
against any claims, liabilities, costs or expenses (including, 
without limitation, legal expenses and reasonable counsel fees) 
that may arise out of any breach of the foregoing (including, 
without limitation, any tax liability including penalties and 
interest incurred by SONY BMG in connection with the payment of 
moneys to you hereunder). 


You warrant that: 


1. You are currently actively engaged in providing services to non- 
SONY BMG parties in the capacity of an independent contractor. 


2. You will not take any action or file any claim that would be 
inconsistent with your status as an independent contractor, 
including but not limited to filing an unemployment insurance 
claim or a workers’ compensation claim. 
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You understand and agree that: 


1. As an independent contractor in performing your services hereunder the 
Company shall carry no Workers’ Compensation insurance or accident 
insurance to cover Consultant or any of his/her employees. 


2. Nothing herein shall construe the parties hereto as partners, or joint ventures, 
or either as agent of the other, or as employer or employee. 


3. In the performance of the work herein contemplated, Consultant is an 
independent contractor, with the authority to control and direct the 
performance of the details of Consultant’s work, with the Company being 
interested only in the results obtained in conjunction with the priorities set 
forth by the Company. Consultant’s work shall, however, be subject to the 
Company’s general right of inspection and supervision to secure the 
satisfactory completion thereof. 


4. Consultant agrees to comply with all United States federal, state, and 
municipal laws, rules, and regulations, as well as all applicable foreign laws 
and regulations that are now or may in the future become applicable. 


This agreement shall be governed and construed in accordance with the 
laws of the State of New York applicable to contracts entered into and 
entirely performed in the State of New York.
